Three hundred drivers of Yel- 
low taxicabs in St. Louis went on 


strike today in protest against the 
posting of signs in taxicabs which 
are intended to eliminate the cur- 
rent practice of some drivers who 
charge extra fares when trans- 
porting more than one passenger, 
W. D. James, assistant manager 
of the company, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

The strike started with a walk- 
out of 150 drivers on the day 
shift, James said, adding that a 
fleet of 175 taxicabs was tied up 
by the strike. There are a total 
=f 644 taxicabs operating in the 
city. With the Yellow taxicabs off 
the streets, less than 73 per cent 
of the normal number of taxicabs 
are operating. 

Striking drivers are members of 
AFL Chauffeurs’ and Teamsters’ 
Union, Local 405, James said, He 
aiso pointed out that the strike 
was unauthorized by officials of 
the union, who have ordered the 
men back to work. Arthur Rog- 
ers, business agent of the union, 
declined to comment. 

Questioned by Grand Jury. 

James said R. O. Cathcart, pres- 
ident of the Mound City Cab Co., 
4617 Delmar boulevard, which op- 
erates Yellow taxicabs in St. Louis, 
was called before the grand jury 
last week and asked what the 
company was going to do to elim- 
inate the practice of overcharging. 
Numerous complaints had reached 
the jury, he added. 

It had been the practice of some 
drivers, James said, to overcharge 
passengers in this way: Two pas- 
sengers going in the same general 
direction share a cab. When the 
first passenger arrived at his des- 
tination, the driver would collect 
the fare on the, meter reading. 
Then, when the second passenger 
arrived at his destination the driv- 
er would collect the fare registered 
meter without first sub- 
tracting the amount paid by the 
~ first passenger. The driver would 
keep the first passenger’s fare for 
himself and turn into the company 
only the total amount registered 
on the meter, 

What the Signs Say. 

As the result of the grand jury’s 
interest in the matter, James said, 
signs were posted in the cabs for 
passengers’ guidance. They read: 

“Under Office of Defense Trans- 
portation regulations it is often 
necessary to carry more than one 
passenger, In such cases the first 
passenger out of the cab will pay 
the meter reading at that point. 
The driver will then pull the me- 
ter flag (rest the meter at zero) 
and the second passenger will pay 
the charge registered at his desti- 
nation and so on for however 
many passengers are being car- 
ried. If all passengers are going

3 ZOO GROUND HOGS 
REMAIN IN BURROWS; 
‘DAY TOO DREARY’ 


Vierheller’s Doubts on Their 
Forecasting Ability Upheld 
by Weather Survey. 


The Forest Park Zoo's three 
ground hogs remained snugly in 
their burrows today and because 
be was too gloomy for shadow. 
casting anyway, Ground Hog day 
traditionalists were encouraged to 
hope that the winter was over and 
spring well ‘on its way. 

Zoo Director George P. Vierhel- 
ler, who regards the ground hog 
as just another animal, reported 
objectively: “The weather was too 
dreary for them. They didn’t even 
stick a nose out.” 
| Vierheller's skepticism found 
scientific support from Assistant 
Meteorologist A. A. Rausch of 
the Weather Bureau, who re- 
vealed a careful study he recently 
made of 64 Ground Hog days in 
St. Louis and the mean tempera- 
tures during each of the subse- 
quent six-week periods. The 
ground hog is no prognosticator, 
Rausch said. 

Twenty-eight times in the 1873- 
1937 period, he said, the ground 
hog cast no shadow, and only nine 
times was the mean temperature 
for the succeeding six weeks above 
/normal; 17 times it was below 
/normal, and twice it was just 
about normal. Thirty-six times 
(in the 64 years the ground hog 
saw his shadow, Rausch’s study 
showed,andon 20 of those occa- 
sions the ground hog was wrong, 
14 times the subsequent tempera- 
tures dropped ag the animal! indi- 
cated, and twice there was just 
ordinary weather,

fidence that what was said yes- 
terday will hold good tomorrow.” | 

Asserting that reversals of pre-| 
vious holdings by the court tended 
to make the law “a game of 
chance,” the two dissented sharp- 
ly with the views of seven of their 
colleagues in a seaman’s compen- 
sation case, decided last Monday. 

In that case, the majority held 
a seaman was entitled to recover 
from his employer for injuries suf- 
fered in the use of “unseaworthy 
appliances” when proper equip- 
ment had been made available. 
The dissenters contended this 
overturned earlier decisions cover-

Dissenting Views. 

The dissent, filed by Justice 
Roberts and concurred in by Jus- 
tice Frankfurter, said: |

NIMITZ STATEMENT 
ON THE INVASION 


PEARL HARBOR, Feb. 2 (AP). 
—The text of Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz’s communique yesterday 
announcing the American invasion 
of the Marshalls: 

“Powerful forces of all types, 
commanded by V. Adm, R, A. 
Spruance, United States Navy, 
have begun operations the objec- 
tive of which is the capture of the 
Marshall Islands. 

“Following an intensive prepara- 
tory bombardment of enemy in- 
stallations by carrier-based ailr- 
craft and by battleships and light 
surface units, Army and Marine 
assault forces have initially es- 
tablished beachheads on islands in 
the vicinity of Roi and Kwajalein 
islands in the Kwajalein atoll. In- 
stallations on Wotje and Maloelap 
atolls were heavily bombarded by 
carrier aircraft and by surface 
forces. 

’ “All amphibious operations are 
commanded by R. Adm. Richmond 
Kelly Turner, United States Navy. 
The assault forces are directed by 
Maj. Gen. Holland M. Smith, Unit- 
ed States Marine Corps. The land-

Blow at Center of Defenses. 

The invasion struck in the for- 
tified center of the western 
line of Marshall atolls.

In that period more than 300 
enemy planes were destroyed or 
damaged, 113 of them on the last 
two days, in the Marshalls. More 
than 20 tons of explosives also hit 
Wake Island to keep that enemy 
air base from interfering. 

Despite such massing of power, 
the Americans were prepared for 
weeks of fighting, if need be, to 
put down Japanese resistance, or- 
ganized for a quarter of a century 
in the mandated Marshalls.

AFL GROUP OBJECTS

Protests Against Competition 
—Italians Working at 
Pevely (Mo.)

The AFL Central Trades and 
Labor Union last night officially 
protested against use of war pris- 
oners to work for private industry 
in this area, going on record “as 
opposed to use of any war prison- 
ers in general” in competition 
with American labor.

The prisoners, under a 
minimum guard, are taken from 
the camp at Weingarten to the 
quarry by bus for the day’s work 
and returned to camp at night. 

Col. H. H. Gliden, commanding 
officer at the camp, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that

Child Care Cost Put at $489 Each 
For 7 Months in School Centers 


122 Children Enrolled by Mothers in War 
Jobs, Instead of Expected 360 — Auditor 
Cites Faulty Financial Setup. 


Expenses incurred by the War- 
time Child Care Centers opened 
in public schools under the pro- 
visions of the Lanham Act amount- 


ed to $489 for each child in the 
period from last June 7 through 
December, William Susanka, 
Board of Education auditor, re- 
ported yesterday. -: 

Susanka said the centers have 
had a daily average pupil attend- 
ance of 122 as against an antici- 
pated average of 360, and that the 
program to care for the children 
of mothers in war jobs still is 
handicapped by a lack of response 
by parents, the novelty of the pro- 
gram and a faulty financial setup. 

Total expenses for the period 
were $59,664, Susanka said. Con- 
tributions, totaling $67,684, were 
received as follows: Fees of par- 
ents, $10,282; United Charities, 
$7374, and the Government, -49,- 
ment, $49,991. Of the total ex- 
penses, Susanka said, $15,335 
went for equipment and installa- 
tion and the remainder for sal- 
aries, supplies and operating ex- 
penses. 

The program was set up with 
the expectation 40 children would 
attend each center, receive super- 
vised care between 7 a. m. and 7 
p. m, and be given a lunch and 
snacks in the morning and eve- 
ning for a fee of $4 a week for 


each child. The largest daily aver- 
age attendance, Susanka reported, 
was 33 for a center open for 129 
days. The smallest average was 
one child for a center open nine 
days. Fifty-two persons are em- 
ployed full time to manage the 
centers. 

Susanka made his report at a 
meeting of the Auditing and Sup- 
ply Committee, which also heard 
a proposal by Supply Commis-| 
sioner A, . Nushan that the 
prices of school lunches be in-| 
creased to offset an anticipated 
loss of $5000 to $7000 per month 
resulting from increased food 
costs and higher salaries. | 

Nushan recommended that in 
high schools the price of the daily 
hot dish be increased from 5cents| 
to 10 cents, with other dishes re-| 
maining at 5 cents, and that in 
elementary schools the total price 
of the regular lunch be increased 
from 10 cents to 15 cents. The. 
proposal will be considered 
further.

PERMIT FOR MORE 


AID TO YANKS HELD 


IN PHILIPPINES 


Tokyo Approved Exten- 
sion of Y. M. C. A. 
Work Few Days Before 


Atrocities Story. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2 (AP).— 
Permission to extend its work 
among war prisoners to prison 
camps in the Philippine Islands 
has been received from the Jap- 
anese Government, the War Pria- 
oners’ Aid of the Y. M. C, A. an- 
nounced here today. 

Officers of the association said 
they had learned of the permis- 
sion several days before announce- 
ment of the atrocities suffered by 
American prisoners on Bataan. 

War Prisoners’ Aid is a branch 


of the International Y. M. C. A. 


organization, the World Commit- 
tee of Y. M. C. A, which has 
headquarters in Geneva, Switzer- 
It already is operating in 


China. 

The organization's work is con- 
ducted by citizens of neutral coun- 
tries, most workers in the Far 
East being Swedes. It also op- 
erates among Axig prisoners in 
this country. 

War Prisoners’ Aid has charge 


of recreational, religious and edu- 
cational programs in the camps 


where it operates and supplies 
prisoners with books, musical in- 
struments, athletic equipment, 
seeds for gardens and tools. It 
does not supply food or medical 
assistance, ¥ 

X. M. C. A. officials said that 
Prisoners’ Aid Workers in the Far 
East had been able to purchase 
supplies in Japan from stocks of 
British and American firmg cone 
fiscated by the Japanese. They 
were unable to say how many 
prisoners or how many camps 
would be served in the Philippines 
because of poor communications 
which had delayed reports from 
the Far East.

“There will, of course, be plenty 
of problems when we get there. 
Their solution will be easier if we 
all employ our utmost resources of 
experience, good will and good 
faith. Nobody in India or any- 
where else in Asia will misunder-

Louis County Gas to the Floyd Od- 
lum interests, which contro] La- 
clede Gas Light Co., in connection 
with the prospective disintegra- 
tion of the giant North American 
holding system. A definite propo- 
sal for Union Electric to buy as- 
sets of Laclede Power & Light 
from the Odlum interests is await- 
ing SEC approval. 

Rates of Laclede Power, a rela- 
tively smal] competitor of Union 
Electric in the city, are lower now 
than those of Union Electric, and 
rates of County Gas, which serves 
St. Louis County, are lower than 
those of Laclede Gas, which serves 
the city. When Boehm’'s lawyer, 
Sebastian C. Pugliese of Pitts- 
burgh, asked Woodbridge if there 
was not a “plan afoot” to increase 
rates of Laclede Power and Coun- 
ty Gas, the witness replied: “That 
seems to be a plan in your imag- 
ination, Mr. Pugliese.” 

Woodbridge, who insisted. that 
any change of rates for Laclede 
Power customers ‘was entirely a 
matter for future consideration, 
not for immediate action on con- 
summation of the purchase, de- 
clared he knew of no tieup between 
the Laclede Power and County 
Gas deals. When Jacob M. Lash- 
ly, counsel for Union Electric, ob- 
jected to this line of questioning 
as “romantic speculation,” Pug- 
Hiese said angrily: “The citizens 
of St. Louls will find out In the 
next few years how romantic my 
speculations are.” 

Basic price to Union Electric for 
Laclede Power assets, as of March 
31, 1942, is $8,600,000, subject to 
additions since then and other ad- 
justments, said Woodbridge, who 
denied thatthe additional cost 
over the basic sum would be any- 
where near as much as 5 or 6 
million dollars. . 

Lawyer’s Inquiry Report. 

An account of a brief re- 
port by Walter Lundgren, a 
lawyer employed by Union Elec- 
tric in connection with the 
SEC investigation of the com- 
pany’s $600,000 political slush 
fund, in which he was quoted as 
saying “about $75,000 a year was 
involved,” was brought into the 
hetring yesterday. Woodbridge 
sejd that Lundgren made the re- 
port in May, 1939, to John Foster 
Dullés, leading partner of Sullivan 
& Cromwell, North America’s New 
York lawyers, and that neither 
Dulles, Woodbridge nor David R. 
Hawkins of Sullivan & Cromwell, 
also present, inquired of Lundgren 
either the source or use of the 
money or the identity of the per- 
fons who handled it. 

Lundgren and two other lawvers 
had been retained by Union Elec- 
tric to work with Boehm, the com- 
pany’s former executive vice-presi- 
dent, and Louis H. Egan, former 
president, in connection with the 
SEC inquiry.

HIRTY-EIGHT out of 40 

Governors who replied to 

telegrams assured members 
of the Senate today that their 
states either have made or will 
make special provision for ab- 
sentee balloting by their citi- 
zens in the armed forces. 

The question of whether 
states can provide the neces- 
sary machinery to record the 
votes of service personne? has 
figured in the Senate debate, 
on a proposed Federal war-bal- 
lot bill.

Gov. Forrest C. Donnell of

Comrades, Deputies! 


The question of the transforma- 
tion of two people’s commis- 
sariats — the People’s Commis- 
sariat of Defense and _ the 
People’s Commissariat of Foreign 
Affairs—from union into union- 
republican people’s commissariats 
has been posed before the Su- 
preme Soviet. 

The Council of People’s Com- 
missars believes that this ques- 
tion is quite ripe. This is not 
a matter of ordinary reorganiza- 
tion of two people’s commis- 
sariats. This is primarily a 
matter of placing new and most 
responsible tasks before the union 
republics. The question has been 
posed of new tasks and rights of 
the union republics, firstly in the 
matter of the defense of our coun- 
try and secondly in the sphere of 
external relations with foreign 
states and in this connection of 
important transformations in our 
union state. 

Heretofore the union republics 
took part in the common work 
for the creation, organization and 
equipment of the Red Army, Our 
Army was created by an all-union 
army and there existed. no sep- 
arate army formations of the re- 
publics. Now it is proposed to 
institute army formations of the 
republics which should form com- 
ponent parts of the Red Army. 
In this connection there arises 
need for the creation of people’s 
commissariats of defense in the 
union republics as well as the ne- 
cessity of transformation of the 
Union People’s Commissariat of 
Defense into a Union-Republican 
People's Commissariat. 


Powers for Republics 
On Foreign Relations. 


After the foun on of the 
Union of Soviet Republics in 1922, 
foreign political relations were 
wholly concentrated in the Union 
People’s Commissariat of Foreign 
Affairs to which the individual re- 
publics delegated their powers in 
foreign relations. Now the Govern- 
ment of the Union proposes that 
the union republics be granted 
powers to enter into direct rela- 
tions with foreign states and con- 
clude agreements with them. Nat- 
urally the granting of powers to 
the republics in the sphere of for- 
eign relations renders it necessary 
to create people’s commissariats 
of foreign affairs in the union re- 
publics and to transform the 
Union People’s Commissariat of 
Foreign Affairs into a Union-Re- 
publican People’s Commissariat. 

The meaning of the proposed 
transformation is perfectly clear. 
This transformation signifies great 
expansion of the activities of the 
union republics which has become 

ible as a result of their po- 
litical, economic and _ cultural 
growth, or, in other words, as a 
result of their national develop- 
ment. One cannot fail to see in 
this a new, important step in the 
practical solution of the national 
problem in the multinational So- 
viet state; one cannot fail to see 
in this a new victory for our 
Lenin-Stalin national policy. 

This transformation, however, 
has become possible not merely as 
a result of the strengthening of 
our republics. It has become pos- 
sible as a result of the achieved 
strengthening of our union of 
states as a whole. The strengthen- 
ing of the Soviet Union that has 
taken place is most convincingly 
proved by the manner in which 
our Red Army, which bears the 
whole brunt of the struggle with 
the main forces of the most dan- 
gerous enemy, is beating the Ger- 
man fascist army and successfully 
brings nearer the time of the com- 
plete expulsion of the enemy from 
Soviet territory and his utter de- 
feat. Now it is more than obvious 
how scandalously fell through 
the enemy's calculations on the 
Red Army’s defeat and how near- 
sighted were the Hitlerites’ calcu- 
lations on causing disunity among

1. TRANSFORMATION OF

I proceed to the question of the 
transformation of the People’s 
Commissariat of Defense. It is 
proposed by the draft of the law 
to establish that the union repub- 
lics organize army formations of 
the republics and that the People’s 
Commissariat of Defense is trans- 
formed from a union into a union- 
republican people’s commissariat. 
It is proposed accordingly to make 
the nece addenda to the All- 
Union Constitution. 

Now, too, we have national army 
formations in the Red Army, Our 
army has Lithuanian, Latvian, Es- 
tonian, Georgian, Azerbaidianian, 
Armenian, Kazakh and certain 
other army formations. Some of 
these army units were created 
during the patriotic war. Now 
that all the peoples of the Soviet 
Union strive to take their place in 
the ranks of the Red Army, crea- 
tion of army formations of the 
republics is of great importance to 
us. As is well known, in czarist 
Russia certain nationalities and 
peoples were not conscripted for 
military service, For instance the 
Uzbeks, Kazakhs, Troszhiks, Turk- 
mens, Kirghizians, most of the 
peoples of the Northern Caucasus, 
were not subject to conscription. 
Czarism, naturally did not trust 
peoples which it kept in a colonial 
or semicolonia] status, The czarist 
power even did not do anything 
to prepare these peoples for grad- 
ual induction into the army, 


Military Foundations 
Laid in the Republics. 


In the Soviet time the situation 
has changed radically, Our legisla- 
tion naturally contains no legal re- 
strictions for some or other na- 
tionalities as regards conscription. 
But a certain time had to pass in 
order to render possible actual 
realization of conscriptions to the 
Red Army in all parts of the 
Soviet. Union. Partial conscrip- 
tions of the Red Army were car- 
ried out in past years even in 
those districts of the U. 8S. 8S. R. 
where no conscriptions took place 
in old times, National Army units 
were formed in the Red Army as

Observers Consider It 


Attempt to Stimu- 
late Democracy Aft- 
er War. 


‘NEW YORK, Feb. 2 (AP.) 
USSIA’S world-important de- 
cision to decentralize its Gov- 
ernment was seen by some 
observers of Soviet affairs today 
as not so much a bid for power 
in peace as a reflection of the 
Soviet Union’s intent to stimulate 
greater democracy after the war 
and to effect an amicable settle- 
ment of boundary problems. 

The opinion was advanced that 
Moscow, by granting the Soviet 
Union’s 16 individual republics the 
right to have their own Army 
units and foreign policies, had re- 
affirmed its stand to remain an 
ally of Great’ Britain and _ the 
United States in peace as well as 
in war. 


Greater “lexibility. 


Max Werner, military analyst 
and expert on Russian affairs, 
said the real significance of the 
Soviet action was “not so much 
the enhancement of Russia's vot- 
ing power or-influence in any 
peace conference, ... but the 
flexibility, the freedom of move- 
ment, it will give her regional 
politics,”

ECRETARY OF STATE HULL, apparently reflecting the un- 
certainty of American diplomats about the full significance of 
Russia’s new reorganization of its component states, declined 
today to attempt any evaluation of the move. 


One point on which there 
seemed to be general agreement, 
for the time being at least, is that 
while each of the 16 republics may 
handle its foreign affairs inde- 
pendently, there will be no request 
from any of them to maintain an 
ambassador or minister in Wash- 
ington, with reciprocal American 
representation in the Russian 
states. 


It is expected, rather, that the 
regular Soviet ambassador here 
will be designated to represent 
them, although some with special 
interests in this country may pro- 
pose having their own diplomats 
in Washington just as members 
of the British commonwealth do. 

Such requests on the part of the 
Latvian, Lithuanian and Estonian 
Soviet republics might force the 
issue on American recognition of 
Russian incorporation of those 
formerly independent states into 
the Soviet Union. Ministers of the 
former governments still exist 
here with full diplomatic recogni- 
tion. 

Legality Not Questioned. 

Therg was no disposition in of- 
ficial quarters here to question 
the legality of the Russian move, 
since the understanding of the 
Russian constitution, adopted in 
1936, ig that it gave the republics 
then existing a degree of au- 
tonomy somewhat similar to that 
exercised by the states of this 
country.

for whom those gallant boys fought, 
suffered and finally died, Nothing that 
anyone may say or do can alter in 
any degree our fears for the hapless 
ones who still remain alive in the hands 
of the unspeakable Japs. 


But, Americans, there is something 
that we can do and must do, lest the 
ghosts of those martyred boys come back 
to confront us as we go about our daily 
affairs. We must get behind the war 
effort as never before, and with all we've 
got, and stay there until the last brave 
victim of Jap cruelty has been avenged. 


Less than a week ago, I heard of a 
complacent land-owner who wasn’t in 
favor of buying too many bonds. “Times 
are going to be bad when the war is 
over, A man will need all the ready 
cash he can lay his hands on.” I won- 
dered then if bombs would have to fall 
on America before that man learned that 
he had a responsibility in this war as 
grim as the responsibility resting upon 
our fighting men, Today I wonder how 
he would feel about buying extra bonds 
if he knew that his own son had been 
one of the starved and beaten boys in 
khaki who trudged the “March of Death” 
after the fall of Bataan? 


Certainly no falling bombs could 
spread such widespread wrath and in- 
dignation among the people of a self- 
satisfied and optimistic nation as did 
the belated story of the torture and 
death of Filipino and American soldiers. 
And if, as has been said, we could have 
save those boys by a greater united ef- 
fort at the beginning, when help arrived 
“too little and too late,” then surely our 
complacency must be at an end,

In any ordinary controversy between America 
and another nation, patience would have ceased 
to be a virtue long before 89 protests on our 
part had been sent without avail, But the pro- 
longed diplomatic efforts by the State Depart- 


ment in connection with the prisoners in Jap- 


anese hands were concerned with no ordinary 
matter. | 

They were concerned with the physical wel- 
fare and the very lives of the men and women, 
military and civilian, who were defenseless cap- 
tives in enemy prison camps. That they were 
abominably treated was known to our officials, 
by the reports of survivors and the fortunate 
few who escaped or were exchanged. But until 
every possible means of bettering the prisoners’ 
condition was exhausted, until more thah two 
years had been spent in fruitless note-writing, 


the protests continued, and the horrible story 


was not publicly told. 

There has been some criticism of the dis- 
closures even at this late date, because of the 
distress that they cause among the families of 
prisoners still in the enemy’s power. This is 
inevitable, but the only alternative was a con- 
tinued official silence that would have led to 
misconceptions and false hopes. Deception may 
be merciful in some instances among individuals, 
but certainly no honest government will hide the 
truth, however horrible it may be, from its 
people. 

Now America knows the shocking truth, knows 
the manner of barbarian it is fighting. It is 
to learn what the people of invaded 
China learned long ago about Jap savagery and 
blood lust, It is learning what the people of 
invaded Russia learned about the other end of 
the Axis: that Fascist tyranny and racism means 
not only war but starvation, torture and mass 
murder. 

Our Government’s prolonged and futile over- 
tures to Tokyo prove one important point beyond 
argument: that the savage mistreatment of pris- 
oners was not the work of a few hot-headed 
fanatics, but was the settled policy of the Japa- 
nese Imperial Government.

An Unrealistic Tax Law 


When the national defense program was well 


“under way, Secretary Morgenthau laid down a 


principle of fiscal procedure which he strongly 
urged upon Congress as essential. His principle 
was this: “We ought to raise at least two-thirds 
of our expenditures by taxation and one-third 
by borrowing.” 

When actual war came, with all its necessarily 
huge expenditures, there was, of course, justifi- 
cation for some change in this ratio of sound 
economy. But where does.it stand today? By 
official figures, we are now raising 40.9 per cent 
of our expenditures by taxation and 59.1 per cent 
by borrowing. Taxpayers of the future are being 
counted upon to furnish almost half again as 
much of the war’s costs as the taxpayers of today. 

President Roosevelt in his recent message 
called on Congress to enact “a realistic tax law.” 
The Treasury had asked for 10% billion dollars 
in new taxes. Instead of this, the bill upon which 
House and Senate conferees have just completed 
action will raise only $2,316,800,000 in additional 
revenues, less than .a quarter of the Treasury 
figure. In an election year, Congress has not 
dared to enact the stiff tax’ measure essential 
for collecting their just share of the war costs 
from today’s taxpayers, and for guarding against 
inflation. — 

It’s an unrealistic tax law if ever there was 
one.

As to the situation in Italy, it is true we got 
away with a surprise landing at Nettuno, but 
Mr. Baldwin reminds us that the Germans have 
more troops in Italy than we have, that reserves 
from Rome can be concentrated against us and 
that further reserves can be brought from the 
north of Italy. ; 

But, surely, the bombings of Germany cannot 
be discounted. Here Mr. Baldwin tells us that 
“it becomes more and more evident that Germany 
has not suffered vital damage from the skies, 
and the air war can be at best only a contributory 
cause to her eventual defeat.” 

The Far Bast? Contrary to repeated claims 
in the past, Mr. Baldwin points out that Rabaul 
hag not yet been neutralized either as a shipping 
harbor or as an air base, “and we are obviously 
having tough fighting in New Britain, in the 
Solomons and in New Guinea.

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Armchair Strategy on Both Sides 


Not much has been heard recently of the Amer- 
ican armchair strategist's idea that Russia should 
go to war with Japan at once, and thereby help 
the Allied cause. Its counterpart has just turned 
up in enemy territory, in a statement by Admiral 
Luetzow on the Berlin radio indicating that some 
German armchair strategists think Japan should 
go to war with Russia at once, and thereby help 
the Axis cause. 

The Admiral explains that the Japs are now 
engaged on a wide front and “partial over- 
straining” of their forces is not in the inter- 
est of the Axis. This corresponds to the explana- 
tion of our own military leaders: that the Rus- 
sians are fully occupied just now, and should 
not be asked to take on an additional front that 
might weaken their drives against the Germans. 

The two situations are far from parallel, how- 
ever, The difference is this: the Russians are 
vigorously on the offensive, while the Japs are 
being forced more and more. to the defensive,

He studied up on 
corporation war profits and learned that 
the war had produced, besides countless 
casualties, 23,000 millionaires. 


Somehow there seemed something quite 
wrong with a policy that would enable 
sOme men to make abnormal profits out of 
war while other men offered their lives. 


He resolved that if war ever came again, 
and he had anything to say about it, war 
profiteering would never be repeated. 

On a day in March, nearly two years ago, 
World War I Pvt. Case had something to 
say about the profits in World War II. 


He was then, and is now, Representative 
Francis Case (Republican) of South Dakota, 
a baldish, wiry little man on the weather 
side of 40 who was fdrever popping up in 
the House with amendments. No appro- 
priation bill was complete without a Case 
amendment. More often than not, they

Victory in a Long Fight 


But on that March 28, 1942, Representa- 
tive Case had an amendment that stuck. 
It was the first legislative provision for 
renegotiation of war contracts and its ini- 
tial target was the 19-billion-dollar sixth 
supplemental appropriation bill of 1942. 

First time up, the amendment was 
knocked out on a point of order: “Under 
the guise of a limitation 
the amendment would 
require executive ac- 
tion.” Case promptly of- 
fered his amendment in 
another form. A divi- 
sion vote was demanded, 
The amendment was 
adopted, 70 to 8. Rene- 
gotiation was born. 

It was only the germ 
notion of the basic rene- z: 
gotiations statute that Representative Case 
was later expanded by Senator Kenneth Mc- 
Kellar and the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee. It wasn’t much but an idea to 
start with, and the Senate had to do a 
thorough job of overhauling. 

But it said plainly for the first time that 
none of the money appropriated should be 
available to make final payment and settle 
war contracts until the contractor had filed 
a certificate of cost with a satisfactory 
renegotiation agreement. 


Now an Accepted Principle 


From it was to stem a law that already 
has saved the Government more than five 
billion dollars on war contracts, And out 
of it was to grow one of the five “win t 
war” points stressed by the President.in 
his last message on the state of the Union, 

Many times since the spring of 1942, the 
expanded statute has been under attack.

“In February, 1941, the Supreme Court 
had handed down a decision in the old 
Bethlehem Shipbuilding case, a ¢ase that 
grew out of World War I. The court said 
that if a contract was closed and final set- 
tlement made, the Government could not 
recover even though unconscionable profits 
had been made. The Government lost its 
suit to recover, 


“We were then in the midst of the new 
preparedness program.

The representative 
of one shipbuilding company was quoted 
publicly as saying that his company’s prof- 
its were so large you couldn’t handle them 
with a steam shovel, 


A Time for Alertness 


“The (House) Naval Affairs Committee 
and the (Senate) Truman Committee were 
bringing to light case after case of exor- 
bitant profits, 

“We were in the midst of the building 
and arming program. Many projects had 
to be started with letters of intent. You 
will remember the fight over the cost-plus 
idea. You will recall the War and Navy 
departments developed the idea of the cost- 
plus-fixed-fee contract, but that in spite of 
it the huge-profit stories kept coming in.” 

Case told the House Ways and Means 
Committee he didn’t know whether the re- 
negotiation idea “was constitutional or 
not.”

Of particular interest in this detailed 
report on the fighting in New Guinea is 
the description of Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur when the military hero first landed at 
that front. A painstaking Australian war 
correspondent, Mr. Johnston carefully paid 
high tribute to MacArthur’s cou and 
ability, but was frankly puzzled the 
General’s personality: 

“(He) miraculously retains complete pri- 
vacy in a garrison area where there has 
never been privacy before, where even 
American and Australian nurses have had 
to avert their eyes from the roadside spec- 
tacle of nude soldiers showering under road- 
side hydrants, and naked men wandering 
carelessly everywhere. 

“MacArthur is just as remote, just as 
mysterious as he has been ever since he 
reached Aystralia. He lives in a white- 
painted bungalow surrounded by a riotous 
tropical garden of frangipanni and hibiscus 
and flame trees. He is rarely seen. I re- 
member how one American soldier came 
up to me in a state of great excitement 
because he had seen the great man. ‘I got 


‘a glimpse of him before breakfast,’ he said. 


‘He was walking beneath the trees in a 
pink silk dressing gown with a black drag- 
on on his back.’” 

The writer, covering every tortuous phase 
of the New Guinea campaign, obtained

Why Law ie Needed. 


HE reason why a war labor 
policy cannot be had without 
a universal service act is this: 
When the demand for labor far 
exceeds the supply, you cannot 
stabilize wages while every civil- 
ian is free to work or to quit. 
When you cannot compel men 
to work in the war industries. 
which need them, you have to bid 
for their services. Otherwise, you | 
may not get them. This is what) 
pushes up wage rates. This is 
what makes it impossible to re- | 
fuse wage demands in essential] in- | 
dustries like coal mining and the 
railroads. And this is why, when. 
war work wages are held rigid, 
the war plants are unable to re- 
cruit all the labor they need, 
whereas unessential services, 
which can bid higher or offer 
other attractions, get the labor. 


forbidding strikes, though desir- 
able, does not reach the real 
‘trouble. I have before me data 
from officials whose one concern 
is to equip the armed forces, and 
the facts, if they were generally 
understood, would be conclusive to 
any unprejudiced mind.

Labor Force Declining. 
HE disquieting fact is that, 
with the worst of the fighting 
still ahead of us, our civilian labor 
force is declining. This is not due 
to the Army draft. It is due to 
the return of men and women to 
unessential occupations, and even 
to no work at all. From July to 
November, 1943, the civilian labor 
force declined from more than 55 
million to less than 52 million, 
During this period nearly 1,500,- 
000 women quit working in essen- 
tial jobs. There is now no way 
to get them back. They cannot be 
lured back by higher wages. They 
cannot be compelled to work. 
There are now 11 million women 
who do not live in farm areas, 
who do not have children under 
14 years of age, who are not em- 
ployed. Yet there are shortages of 
labor, and many women are need- 
ed for direct war work and to 
release men who are badly needed 
‘in foundry and forge shops, in coal 
mines, on the railroads, in aircraft 
/plants and — * places.

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DOCTORS HERE REPORT 
ONPENICILLIN FINDINGS 


Drug Proves Highly Effec- 
tive in Bone Disease, but 
Not Against Virus. 


A general report’ on work in 
progress was presented to the St. 
Louis Medical Society last night 
by three members of the faculty of 
Washington University School of 
Medicine who have been exploring 
the clinical possibilities of the new 
germicide penicillin during the 
past year. 

The investigators were Dr. Can 
G. Harford, a specialist in internal 
medicine, Dr. Robert Elman, a 
surgeon, and Dr. Alexis F. Hart- 
mann, a pediatrician, and their ob- 
servations closely corroborated 
those of others chosen by the Of- 
fice of Scientific Research and 
Development at Washington who 
have found penicillin remarkably 
effective in inhibiting the growth 
of staphylococcus bacteria (the 
common source of infection in 
wounds and burns) and generally 
successful in treating. the bone 
disease, osteomyelitis, pneumococ- 
cus (spinal) meningitis, and drug- 
resistant gonorrhea. 

At the same time the investiga- 
tors stressed the danger inherent 
the growing popular belief that 
} new drug is a general cure-all. 
There has been no indication that 
penicillin is effective in combat- 
ing virus diseases—dnfluenza, dip- 
theria, the common cold and the 
like. 

Works Where Sulfa Doesn’t. 


Each.of the three reported high- 
ly satisfactory experience with 
penicillin in treating staphylococ- 
cus infections that failed to react 
favorably to treatment with any 
of the sulfa derivatives. Dr. Har- 
ford reported that he had used 
penicillin on 12 such cases at 
Barnes Hospital with full recovery 
achieved in nine instances. In sim- 
ilar cases in the past where only 
sulfa drugs were employed, he 
said, the mortality rate usually 
was exactly the reverse. 

He reported almost equally en- 
couraging results in five cases of 
spinal meningitis, only one patient 
in the group failing to recover. 

There are, however, certain dis- 
advantages in the use of the drug, 
he said. Its action is slow and 
large quantities are required to 
maintain a satisfactory level in 
the blood, On the other hand, 
he pointed out, it has no toxic 
effect; many persons are allergic 
to the sulfa drugs and can tol- 
erate only limited amounts. 

“In fact,” he said, “it has been 
our experience that the size of 
the dose is limited only by the 
amount of the drug available.” 

Active Against Staphylococcus. 

Reporting on the use of penicil- 
lin in combating infections requir- 
ing surgical treatment or resulting 
from surgery, Dr. Elman ‘pointed 
to the fact that it apparently is 
not inhibited by pus and is read- 
ily soluble and non-irritating, as 
well as active against staphylococ- 
cus bacteria, In solution, he said, 
it lent itself satisfactorily to local 
application—that is direct applica- 
tion to the infected wound. ~

Moral Blow at Fascism’ 
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long past when certain foreign 
states tried not to notice the ex- 
istence of the Soviet republic born 
by the October révolution. Now on 
the contrary among foreign states 
there is a growing desire to estab- 
lish and develop diplomatic rela- 
tions with our state. Certainly un- 
der conditions of world war this 
meets with peculiar, not insignifi- 
cant difficulties, but still even in 
the years of war the international 
connections of the U. 8. S. R. have 
been steadily e ding. 

We may even say that it was 
esptcially in the years of war that 
the international connections of the 
Soviet Union have risen to a new 
and higher level. The facts are 
universally known. For the first 
time during the existence of the 
Soviet power we have established 
not only friendly but even allied 
relations with Great’ Britain. 
Similarly good relations have been 
formed between us and the United 
States of America. A powerful 
anfi-Hitler coalition has been 
formed headed by the Soviet 
Union, Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States of America, a coalition 
whose military and political im- 
por nce for whole range of demo- 
cratic .states can hardly be over- 
estimated. 

The recently concluded Soviet- 
Czechoslovak treaty may serve as 
an éxample of ithe strengthening 
friendly relations of the Soviet 
Union with European states. 
Foundations have been laid for the ' 
co-operation of large and small 
democratic countries. Not only in 
time of war against a common 
enemy but also in the postwar pe- 
riod for the sake of safeguarding 
peace against new encroachments 
on the part of aggressive powers.

known, the Moscow 
and Teheranconferences played a 
most eminent part in the develop- 
ment and strengthening of the 
anti-Hitler coalition. Now, as never 
before, great is the confidence of 
the peoples of the anti-Hitler 
camp in near and complete vic- 
tory, in joint crushing blows of 
the Allies at the common enemy, 
which are already riot distant, as 
well as confidence that the alli- 
ance and friendship of the anti- 
Fascist countries will be steeled 
in this common struggle. 

And still it can not be said 
that this general positive course 
of development of the interna- 
tional connections of the Soviet 
Union could fully cover not only 
the requirements of the whole 
union but also the muiifarious 
and growing’ requirements of the 
union republics in foreign affairs. 
Thus the union republics have 
quite a few specific economic and 
cultural requirements which can 
not be covered in full measure by 
all-union representation abroad 
and also by treaties and agree- 
ments of the Union with other 
states. These national require- 
ments of the republics can be met 
better by means of direct rela- 
tions of the republics with corre- 
sponding states. Naturally ques- 
tions of this kind require special 
concrete elaboration in union and 
republican organs. It cannot be 
denipd either that a certain time 
will be required to organize these 
externa! acfivities of the republics. 
Such questions are not solved aft- 
er a cut and dried pattern. It is. 
indisputable, however, that the 
problem of emerging into the 
arena of external activities has 
already acquired vital importance 
for a number of the republics. 
Lastly it should be acknowledged 
that this is in the interests not 
only of this: or that individual 
union republic but also in the in- 
terest of the entire cause of the 
expansion of the international con- 
nections and the strengthening of 
the co-operation of the U. S. 8S. R. 
with other states, which is of 
such importance in time of war 
ari which will yield fruit also in 
the postwar period. 

Sech are the grounds on which 
th@® necessity of the transforma- 
tion of the People’s Commissariat 
of Foreign Affairs from a union 
into a union-republican people's 
com@issariat should be _ recog- 
_ nized. Whereas in the initial pe- 
riod there existed only republican 
people’s commissar of foreign 
affairs and in the sécond period 
only the Union Commissariat of 
Foreign Affairs, now the People’s 
Commissariat of Foreign Affairs 
should be transformed into a more 
complex and ramified organiza- 
tion—into a union-republican peo- 
ple’s commissariat. 


Republics Handicapped‘ 


Under Present System. 

It remains for me to add a few 
words on our diplomatic practice. 
It is necessary to note that the 
absence of special provisions in 
the Soviet constitution as regards 
the rights of the union republics 
to exchange representations with 
other states and to maintain for- 
eign relations is sometimes inter- 
preted to the direct detriment of 
the interests of the Soviet re- 
publics and of the Soviet Union 
as a whole. The proposed addi- 
tion will serve to eliminate facts 
of this kind. 

3. A NEW FORWARD STRIDE 
IN THE SOLUTION OF THE 
NATIONAL PROBLEM. 

The proposed transformation of 
their Peoples Commissariat of 
Foreign Affairs and the Peoples 
Commissariat of Defense is a new 
forward stride in the solution of 
the national problem in the Soviet 
Union, This transformation is in 
direct accord with the principles 
of our’ Lenin-Stalin national 
policy. Realization of measures 
of this kind at the present time 
means that the Soviet state has 
reached a new level in its devel- 
opment, turning into a more com- 
plex and virile organism. In this 
one can not fail to see fresh evi- 
dence of the great significance of 
the socialist principles of organi- 
zation of the Soviet Union. 

In his report to the Congress | 
of Soviets which adopted —* * 
stitution of the VU.

1936, Comrade Stalin thus or or 
acterized the victory of the na- 


which insured the success o 
formation of an multinational 
state on the basis of socialism: 
“The absence of exploiting ; 
classes, which are the principal 


organizers of strife between na- 
tions; the absence of. exploitation, 
which cultivates mutual distrust 
and kindles nationalist passions; 
the fact that power is in the 
hands of the working class, which 
is the foe of all enslavement and 
the true vehicle of the ideas of 
internationalism; the actual prac- 
tice of mutual aid among the 
peoples in all spheres of economic 
and social life; finally, the flour- 
ishing national culture of the 
peoples of the U. S. S. R., a cul- 
ture which is national in form 
and socialist in content all these 
and similar factors have brought 
about a radical change in the 
aspect of the peoples of the VU. 8. 
8S. R.; their feeling of mutual dis- 
trust has disappeared, a feeling 
of mutual friendship has devel- 
oped among them, and thus real 
fraternal co-operation among peo- 
ples has been established within 
the system of a single union state. 
As a result we now have a fully 


formed multinational socialist, 


state which has stood all tests 
and whose stability might well be 
envied by any national state in 
any part of the world.” 


War a Test That 
Has Been Passed. 


Seven years—and what years!— 
have passed since then. Soofi it 
will be three years that we have 
been waging a great patriotic war 
against German fascism and its 
allies, which use the material and 
man power resources of nearly | ¥ 
the whole of Europe in their 
struggle against the Soviet Union. 
This has been a new and most 
serious test for our multinational 
state. But the Soviet Union 
passed this test, too, with flying 
colors. On the twenty-sixth an- 
niversary of the October revolu- 
tion Comrade Stalin thus summed 
up the latest period: 

“All the peoples of Soviet Union 
have risen as one to defend their 


motherland, rightly considering ae 
the present patriotic war the com- Us 


mon cause of all working people 
irrespective of nationality or re- 
ligion, 
ticlans themselves see how hope- 
lessly stupid were their hopes of 
discord and strife among the peo- 
ples of the Soviet Union. , The 
friendship of the peoples of our 
country has stood all the hard- 
ships and trials of war and has 
become tempered still further in 
the common struggle of all the 
Soviet peoples against the fascist 
invaders.” 


This, in Comrade Stalin’s words, 
is one of the decisive sources of 
strength of the Soviet Union. 


Let us sum up. Carrying out 
under present conditions impor- 
tant state transformations, we 
must of course pose the question 
how this will affect the Red Army 
and its deep rear in the country. 
In other words are we making a 
step toward strengthening or * 
ward weakening the U. S. S. 
Everything said above permits * 
to give a definite answer to this 
question. The transformation of 
the People’s Commissariat of 
Foreign Affairs and the Peoples 
Commissariat of Defense, which 
follows from expansion of the 
tasks and functions of the union 
republics within the ‘country and 
beyond its confines, far from run- 
ning counter to the interests of 
the strengthening of our union,

the of the Soviet Union 
to — n —* friendship among 
themselves, to help one another 
and to march together through all 
trials under the guidance of the 
Soviet power. Recognition by the 
Union of the increased 
ments. of the republics in their 
state activities, including foreign 
activities, and legislative provision 
for these needs of the republics 
only serve to strengthen the fra- 
ternal relations among the peo- 
ples of our country and reveal 
a still fuller historic meaning of 
the existence of the Soviet Union 
to the peoples of East and West. 


It should be recognized further 
that this new forward stride in 
the solution of the national prob- 
lem in the U. S. S. R. is of great 
importance from the viewpoint of 
all progressive humanity. At a 
time when German fascism—this 
worst product of imperialism—has 
reared its head and unleashed 
world war to strangle its neigh- 
bors, to destroy free states and 
impose its bandit imperialist 
policy upon the other peoples of 
Europe and after that upon the 
peoples of the whole world, this 
new success in the realization of 
the Lenin-Stalin national policy 
in the Soviet state will have great 
international significance. This

C initely you are not stressing sex problems too much in your 
* psychology column,” she recently informed me by letter, 
and asked that I publicize her comments, “I have been a regis- 
tered nurse for almost 20 years. Probably one-third of my pa- 
tients have been men. Both sexes have confided in me as to 
their marital difficulties and asked me for advice. Now I refer 
them to your column and am most grateful for the frank, sensi- 
ble information which you are thus making available to us pro- 
fessional people, as well as the laymen, Even the nurses’ train- 
ing schools fail to teach us anything in this line, I used to be 
embarrassed no end by the inquiries from patients, for I had 
no eonstructive information with which to answer them. I 
think our medical schools should add some courses along the 
life of your newspaper column, and use your bulleting therein.”.

SOME OF THE MEDICAL schools are already using this 
column for such purposes, and progressive educators like Dr. 
George T. Harding at Ohio State Medical School are thus bring- 
ing their students abreast of current psychological problems in 
progessional practice. Our medical schools as a group, how- 
ever, ignore psychology almost entirely. Not a one of our large 
medical schools in Chicago insists that a medical dent have 
a single course in psychology. The medical student has his 
attention focussed on chemistry and bacteriology, surgery and 
pathology, but is not trained in that vital phase of medical prac- 
tice that involves the mental and emotional ailments of normal 
people, He receives a few courses in psychiatry, but they are 
usually limited to the diagnosis and treatment of insanity.

OUR MEDICAL SCHOOLS are almost as far behind the cal- 
endar as our liberal arts colleges. They compel students to 
spend valuable months dissecting cats, fish and angleworms in 
a zoology laboratory, which haven't any direct bearing on medi- 
cine at all, but do help string out the course to six years and 
thus waste taxes as well as the lives of their students. .Mean- 
while, they don’t ask a student to take a single course in general 
psychology, experimental psychology, child psychology, social 
psychology or abnormal psychology. A course in the psychology 
of advertising would also help wake up the professions! Neu- 
rotic patients and frightened, hysterical youth, nervous children 
and fingernail biters, will’ besiege these students when they 
get into practice. What is the value of cutting up cats and fish- 
worms when you aren’t even taught the psychology of the 
human beings who will be your real patients? Even the psychi- 
atrists aren’t required to take a single course in psychology. 
They are given the same training as other physicians and sur- 
geons, but at graduation may suddenly decide to intern in the 
state hospital for the insane, Then they call themselves psychi- 
atrists. Many of them have educated themselves in psychology 
by independent reading, or may even have minored in psy- 
chology at their own option, but the medical schools didn’t de- 
mand it, and they can become ppychiatrists without so doing. 
Our medical schools also ignore marital problems quite largely, 
and don’t even teach their students the facts about sexual in- 
compatibility or the menopausal upsets, This column actually 
contains more of this vital information than the medical text- 
books,

. GOOSE is a tricky sort. of 
A creature and can turn itself 
into an unpleasant and oily 
comestible when it 
forth. It seems to say “Ah, hah, 
you're not so smart after all!” But 
that is only when the chef has 
failed to learn one certain lesson 
—and that is this, getting the 
goose ready for dinner today 
means paying a little heed to him 
yesterday. 


So the day before the goose is 
to be served,.it should be given 
all the final ‘touches, ready to be 
atuffed. But then he isn’t stuffed 
after all, .Instead of that he is 
set nicely on a high rack in a 
large roasting pan. And then into 
the oven, ready heated to about 
325 degrees, goes Mr. Goose. He 
sojourns there for an even hour, 
in.a sort of a hot cabinet. And, 
as usually happens in those cabi- 
nets, he begins to lose weight, 
that is, fat. It actually pours out 
of every pore in its body. And 
when, an hour later, he _ steps 
forth from the oven bath, he is 
right down to good normal weight 
and condition. 

Of course, the fat in the pan is 
saved for future use, while Mr. 
Goose is made comfortable and 
allowed to cool off. Then, when 
he is down to normal temperature, 
he is stuffed with a regulation 
bread and sage stuffing, dusted 
with salt, pepper and a smitch of 
ground all-spice and set away in 
the refrigerator. Next day, since

First of all wash the goose liver 
and lay it to soak for a couple of 
hours in a‘ strong salt water 
mixture. Then remove, rinse in 
cold running water and cut into 
quarter inch slices. Roll each 
slice in flour and saute rapidly 
in either heated goose fat or but- 
ter or bacon drippings. With the 
liver include a tablespoonful of 
minced onion, a stalk of celery 
cut into very thin slices, a table- 
spoonful of minced parsley and a 
cup of canned mushrooms sliced 
rather thin, 

When the livers are browned, 
cover the pan and, at slow heat, 
let contents simmer about fifteen 
minutes. Then thicken with a little 
browned flour, add lemon juice to 
taste and serve small servings on 
slices of freshly’ made toast. As

City’s Champion Tin Can Sleut 


‘One-Woman Salvage Army’ Is Rapid ly Making St. Louisans Tin Conscious 


By Helen Clanton 


ISS MINETTE STRAUB has 
been called “the one-woman 
salvage army,” with good rea- 
gon, She has personally . can- 
vassed some 11,000 families in St. 
Louis in the interest of the tin 
can drive. She has worked con- 
sistently as a wolunteer in the 
business of educating the public 
to save tin cans since September, 
1942, and although she works 
eight hours a da a telephone 
operator in a downtown office, 
still spends approximately thirty 
hours a week running down new 
sources of the used tin can! 
Migs Straub does everything to 
encourage housewives to save tin 
cans except drive the pick-up 
trucks and prepare the cans for 
salvage. On election day in 1942, 
a holiday in her office, Miss 
Straub: started out at 8:30 a. m., 
to canvass a section of apartment 
house buildings located from. Del- 
mar to Forest Park boulevard, 


m east from Kingshighway to Grand 


avenue. She estimates that she 
talked to 512 tenants in 54 apart- 
ments, and wound up her day at 
9 p.m. She admits that she has 
good, strong feet. “1 used to do 
a great deal of gol@ng,” is her 
explanation, “so° ing doesn’t 
tire me.” : 

She has no car, so Miss Straub 


uses street cars and busses to dis- . 


tribute her pamphlets and posters 
over town. “I often carry about 
1000 leaflets with me in the eve- 
ning,” she explains. “While I’m 

riding, I make up new pamphlets 
to leave in various apartment 
houses, and think up new appeals 
to interest special groups. I just 
don't have any other time to do 
my writing.” Her home, at 4554 
Alice avenue, is by no means cen- 
trally located, so transportation to 
and from her calls of an evening 
easily —— Piet es gains 


é6 ACK pt September, 1942, 
when [ first offered my 
services to the OCD,” Miss 

Straub recalls, “I was told that 
P. Taylor Bryan and Arthur C. 
Meyers were finding it very diffi- 
cult to get the apartment house 
people to save tin cans. That 
interested me because I thought I 
could call a lot of people in my 
spare time on the switchboard, 
and anyway, it seemed to me that 
saving tin cans is really a woman’s 
job.” 
“I began by staying after work 
every night, and made a file of all 
the largest apartment houses in 
the city. Then I went down the 
file, and called each apartment 
manager for permission to urge 
the tenants to save tin cans. It 
worked very well, but I soon found 
out that a personal call is much 
more effective than a sepnane 
conversation,”

So Miss Straub set out on foot 
to plead the case of the salvaged 
tin can. Inside of a few months 
she had talked to or left literature 
for 5500 families in 125 apartment 
houses. A non-co-operative bulld- 
ing manager or janitor merely 
fired her enthusiasm. Most of 
‘them quickly backed down and 
signed up for salvage when she 
finished pleading the case for the 
can, 

As Miss Straub goes about, dis- 
seminating information about how 
to prepare tin cans properly for 
salvage, she asks politely at each 
house or apartment if the occu- 
pant is already saving tin cans. 
“You know,” she confides, “I find 
that there are ten people who will 
tell you they are saving cans to 
every one person who admits she 
doesn’t. But you can tell — just 
as sure—when it isn’t the truth. 
Their expression gives them away, 
every time.” 

She finds that women are much 
more interested in little stories 
about what the tin in a can will 


make for war production than in 
the statistics showing how much 
tin must be collected for a cer- 
tain quota. “I always tell them 
that two tin cans are enough to 
make a syrette, the miniature 
syringe containing a hypodermic 
injection which every soldier car- 
ries with him in case he is in- 
jured far from a first aid station. 
One tin can will provide tin for 
a hand grenade, or a smoke bomb, 
a communications set. If a house- 
wife has a relative in the armed 
forces—they’re pretty interested.” 
“Sometimes housewives tell me 
they are afraid of cutting their 
hands on jagged tin, or that it is 
too much trouble to wash a tin 
can as clean ag a dish. I can 
show them how a can may be pre- 
pared in a minute. Besides—lI 
tell them—‘You don’t suppose our 
boys overseas can stop fighting 
just because they nick their fin- 
gers once in a while, do you?’” 
Because there are some outlying 
districts in the county where there 
is no tin can collection, Miss 


Straub encourages all her ac- 
quaintances in those districts to 
bring in their prepared cans to 
city collection points. “William 
H. Weilbacher of Byrnesville 
drives 34 miles once a month to 
leave his cans at the home of Mrs. 
Margaret Roth in the 3400 block 
of Dunnica. Louis Frohardt of 
Pasadena Park frequently brings 
his own cans and those prepared 
by his friends to the Ludwig 
apartment at 8334 N. Broadway 
where the manager keeps them 
for us until collection day. I 
even know of one 80-year-old man 
who goes about in his neighbor- 
hood collecting tin cans from ash- 
pits and preparing them for col- 
lection. He feels that is one thing 
he can do to help win the war!”

NE of the most unusual co- 
0 operative apartment managers 

Miss Straub has ever met is 
Mr. Cloyd Onyet, manager of the 
Boulevard Apartments at 4001 
Washington boulevard, a 50-family 
unit. “Mr. Onyet not only rescues 
the unprepared tin cans thrown 
out by tenants in his building— 
he washes them and mashes them 
in the basement of the building. 
Sometimes he pays children in the 
neighborhood to bring in more,,” 
Miss Straub explains. “I wish 
there were more people with his 
enthusiasm.” 

Last fall the Government sent 
500,000 new folders urging house- 
holders to save tin cans, with 
orders that they be distributed 
immediately. The salvage com- 
mittee was stumped. “We were 
told that war block workers were 
busy with the Third War Loan, 
and that would be followed by 
the scrap drive. It looked like it 
would be Christmas before the 
new folders would get around 
town.” 

Miss Straub then hit upon the 
idea of distributing these folders 
to housewives as they shopped in 
grocery stores, and personally en- 
listed the co-operation of about 
1400 neighborhood shops. The 
Girl Scout’s assistance was then 
enlisted, and 240,000 folders were 
placed in customers’ market bas- 
kets in one week. But Miss Straub 
personally distributed 22,000 ad- 
ditional folders in districts where 
there were no Girl Scout troops. 
Result—37 more tons of salvaged 
tin in the following month’s col- 
lection. 

“Sometimes I feel that the job 
is too much for a woman who 
works for a living,” Miss Straub 
says. “Then I pick up a news- 
paper and read about some 
courageous act performed by a 
boy in the service and I get 
ashamed of myself. I think: ‘Who 
am I to say that what I am doing 
is too much when these boys are 
giving everything.’ So I just plug 
a while longer.”

T USUALLY Is wise to “force™ 
the declarer, but this is decid- 
edly not the case under such 
circumstances as the following:

South's persistence with his own 
club suit scarcely deserves ap- 
plause—he might well have sup- 
ported North’s rebid diamond suit 
at some point—but the strange 
fact remains that the sounder six 
diamond contract would have been 
defeated by a club opening on 
East’s part, whereas the slam in 
clubs was  fulfilled—admittedly, 
with a little help from the enemy, 
West opened the spade king. The 
ace won and the club ten was al- 
lowed to ride. The spade ten was 
ruffed in the closed hand, and the 
diamond finesse was tried out, 
When it lost, things looked black 
for the declarer, but East's spade 
return gave him the needed break, 
When declarer ruffed he was down 
to East's length in trumps—a vital 
condition. Declarer led a diamond 
to dummy, cashed the heart ace, 
and then continued with diamonds, 


Very soon East had nothing but 
trumps, and when he ruffed it was 
pretty easy for declarer to over- 
ruff and lay down three high 
trumps. 


East should have recognized that 
declarer’s only hope, after losing 
the diamond trick, was to “coup” 
East's jack of trumps, and the last 
thing East should have done was 
help declarer shorten hig trumps 
and the build up a coup position. 
After#winning with the diamond 
king East should have returned a 
heart or a diamond—and then 
challenged declarer to catch the 
jack of trumps!
